MAY 4, 1978 BOARD MEETING OF THE DADE HERITAGE TRUST, INC 


The meeting was called to order at 7:15 by Darlene Russell at Dr. 

Jackson's. Attending were Phyllis Shapird, Lodovico Blanc, Wayne Williams, 
Dolly MacIntyre, Lizz Plater-Zyberk, Linda Tripp, Darlene Russell, Sallye 
Jude, Arlene Olson, Juliette Lopez-Higgs and (later) Ernest Seemann. 

PETER ZORN GRAPHIC PRESENTATION 

Peter gave a full line of graphic uses for the board to consider including 

LETTERHEAD, MEMBERSHIP CARDS, BUSINESS CARDS, GUIDE BOOK COVERS, CERTIFI¬
